FOREWORD 


The Annual Banquet of the Buffalo Chamber of Commerce held in the 
ballroom of the Hotel Statler, February 16, 1931, used as its theme “Stability 
of Business in Buffalo and on the Niagara Frontier.” 


Firms, institutions, organizations, clubs, etc., who were established pre- 
vious to 1883 were honored at this event by chronological listing in the 
program, preferred seating arrangement, dated place cards and a timely and 
appropriate eulogy by Mayor Charles E. Roesch. 


The attendance at the Banquet was one of the largest in the history of 
the Chamber, (itself established in 1844), and demand for the menus ex- 
hausted the small available surplus. This new revised edition was prompted 


by repeated requests for a more detailed publication suitable for general 
distribution. 


Unusual care has been exercised to make this work as complete and accu- 
rate as possible. Errors will creep in, however, and it is possible that some 
few firm names have been inadvertently omitted. Others, whose records 
have been lost, do not show the exact date of origin. 


In compiling these lists, historical booklets, city directories, Larned’s 
HISTORY OF BUFFALO, Henry Wayland Hill's MUNICIPALITY OF 
BUFFALO, A HISTORY, personal interviews, letters and telephone calls 
have been used to insure exactness. 


This book is published with the hope that the information contained here- 
in may prove not only of value to the pioneers but of historical interest to 
everyone in the Niagara Area.

Buffalo’s population was 8,652 in 
1830. Bank of Buffalo was establish- 
ed in the Eagle Tavern, 1830. Buffalo 
became incorporated as a city, 1832, 
414 square miles in area, bounded by 
Porter Avenue and North Street on 
the north and by Jefferson Street on 
the east, with five wards, a popula- 
tion of 10,000. First mayor, Dr. 
Ebenezer Johnson, received a salary 
of $250 a year.
